We ought to live quietly and peaceably 
under his Government, and to promiſe or 
ſwear, or give any other Security, that we 
will do fo, if it be required. 
In a Word, as our Church in her Col- 
le& for the King, in the Common Service, 
teaches us, we ſhould duly conſider whoſe 
Miniſter he is, and thereupon faithfully 
Serve, Honour, and humbly Obey him.
